Dr. Siemens called on the Coun- 
cil in regards to the contemplated 
re-organization of health units 
bordering on the City of Edmon- 
ton, as it was proposed to split 
these units in two and form two 
units — one south of the Sas- 
katchewan River and on» north of 
the said river. 

It was moved by Councillor Dus- 
seault and carried, that Council 
advise the Department of Public 
Health that we are in favor of a 
health unit, providing that the 
population to be served do's not 
exceed 22,000. That we _ recco- 
mend to the Department that pro- 
posed unit be composed of the 
Municipal District of Sturgeon, 
No. 90, the Municipal District of 
Morinville, No. 91, tha Towns of 
Beverly, St. Albert and Morinville 
and the Village of Legal. The 
Council believe that a much larger 
unit could not be served effective- 
ly. That should ths district as 
outlined, not have the required 
population as above, the bound- 
aries could be extended to in- 
lude the immediate district, towns 
and villages bordering the district 
as outlined without extending the 
boundaries to any extent.

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EDITORIAL PAGE 
Need More Parks 


In one way, Alberta doesn’t need more 
provincial and national parks, because the 
province is already dotted with them. Jasper, 
Banff, Elk Island, Waterton Lakes and in the 


unsettled northern districts huge tracts of 
land are set aside for park and game preserve 
areas. 

What this part of the province needs, 
however, is more smaller parks, properly de- 
veloped for the common people of the prov- 
ince to use. Jasper Park and Banff are too 
far removed and, particularly with Jasper, 
too high priced for the family with less than 
$25.00 a day to spend on hotel accommoda- 
tion. 

The business men of Lac la Biche have 
promoted the idea of making a nearby island 
a provincial park. It could easily be con- 
nected to the mainland and to town by a 
causeway across a shallow strait and has suf- 
ficient area for hundreds of summer cot- 
tages. Fishing in Lac la Biche and other 
nearby lakes is good. The island is sur- 
rounded by golden sandy beaches. It is 
easily accessible to residents of the Atha- 
basca, Boyle, Lac la Biche and outside 
areas. 

Establishment of a number of Provin- 
cial Parks similar in purpose, but much 
smaller in area to Elk Island, which is a Do- 
minion park, would be a good thing for people 
of this Province. 


Strange Post Office 
Attitude 


The Postmaster-General has effectively 
discouraged businessmen from sending cir- 
culars through the mail by raising the rate 
from le per piece to l4ec. The Post Office 
claimed they were losing money on the deal 
and won't guarantee delivery within four 
days from the date such mail is posted. 

Insofar as the postmen make. their 
rounds anyway, and other postal deliveries 
are made in the usual manner without third 
class mail matter, we don’t see how the fact 
of the mailman delivering a few pieces of 
third class matter along with first and seeond 
class mail could increase the post office’s 
expenses any. We can see where postal 
revenues can be disastrously reduced for no 
good purpose by not having this business. 
The deficits will be paid by the taxpayer 
without the service, which is a lot less desir- 
able than getting something for taxes levied 
to pay for postal deficits. 

Recent heavy increases in rates charged 
newspapers with postal privileges may in- 
crease postal revenues (at the expense of the 
subscriber, who will eventually pay with 
higher subscription rates). But in Prince 
Edward Island the Charlottetown Guardian 
has made a private deal with the mail 
couriers to deliver their papers to rural route 
patrons for less than what the post office 
would charge if the couriers carried the 
papers as part of their regular mail load, 
This is not only ridiculous but unfair to other 
publishers who haven't been able to make a 
similar deal with the couriers. 

We don't see why the Post Office re- 
fuses to carry second and third class mail 
matter except at such high rates that it pays 
the patron to use private means of delivery. 
And if that private means of delivery in- 
cludes the very men hired by the post office 
to do the job for certain publishers on dn ex- 
clusive basis, it is downright silly. Why can’t 
all the mail delivery be handled by the Post 
Office in the first place? 


Hail Damage 

If the present unsettled weather con- 
tinues 1951 will undoubtedly be one of the 
worst hail years on record in Alberta. Up 
to the beginning of August an estimated 
million acres had been damaged, according 
to J. Glen Elder, chairman of the Alberta 
Hail Insurance Board. Fierce hail storms, 
accompanied in many cases by hurricane-like 
winds, struck on eighteen consecutive days 
in the latter part of July, and more storms 
have been reported since. Central and 
south central Alberta have borne the brunt 
of the damage, but other areas have not 
escaped, and probably the most damaging 
single storm lashed crops in the Beaverlodge 
district. 

The areas hit represent about 8 per cent 
of Alberta’s total seeded acreage. In 1930;
